According to the Appropriation Act for this Agency, 

approved 28 June 1944, 837,000,009 "may be expended without 

regard to the provisions of law and regulations relating to 

the expenditure of Government funds or the employment of 

persons in the Government service, and $35,000,o00 of such 

$37, 000, 000 may be expended for objects of a confidential 

nature, such expenditures to be accounted for solely on the 

certificate of the Director of the Office of Strategic Services". 

As you know, these funds are designated .002 funds and .003 

funds, respectively. 

These funds are used in part to compensate personnel 
for personal services. It has been the oolicy of 0S^ in 
the past to make deductions for phe Civil Service retirement 
and disability fund from the salaries of personnel paid from 


.002 funds. For security reasons, no deductions for this purpose 
have been made in the case of personnel paid from .003 funds. 

In view of the language of the OSS Appropriation 
Act this Agency is desirous of knowing if the CSC will allow 
credit for past service, including the privilege of makihg 
deposits to the civil-service retirement and disability fund, 
for the period when an individual has been employed by OSS 
on .002 or .003 funds. 
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
